full height of the statue will be twenty-five 


feet, exclusive of the pedestal. The total 
cost about $55,000. Thus, for the first time 
in the history of the Republic, one of its 
living men—and he the Chief Magistrate, 


by the voice of a few citizens, the most of 


whom are politicians or office holders—is 
decreed a statue! In the ory days of 
Rome, the Senate, composed of he 

conscripti, by a solemn vote, decreed statues 
to those whose public services entitled them 
to that distinguished honor. It seems pass-

simplicity. that such a thing should be 
even contemplated — it is certainly in 
bud taste, to say the least of it. What be- 
comes of the characteristic modesty of 
Gen.Grant? And then it will be made of 
captured cannon. Better, far better, that all 
the memorials, trophies, etc., of the late un- 


happy war, should moulder into the dust, 
than thus be perpetuated into andcrystaliz- 
ed asit were into living statues.

America. But there is no occasion in 
which I could more appropriately refer to 
these relations or better describe them. As 
these are days of peace and concord, were 
I to attempt to depart from that friendly 
strain, I should be admonished to judge 
more wisely by an event which has hap- 
pened within this city during the last 
few days. I refer to the death of 
George Peabody, a man whose splendid 
benelactions will secure immortality for 
his name in that which .he regarded as his 
old mother country. but whose fame like- 
wise andina broader sense, is applicable 
to all humanity. He has taught us the 
most needful of all lessons. How &-man 
can be made a man of his own fortune and 
not its slave, and it is most touching to 
know what I have learned from his 
friends, that while some men would have 
been unhappy at the idea of dying in 
a foreign land, his affections were so di- 
vided between the land of his birth 
and the land of his ancestors, that that 
which had been the fondest of his wishes 
may now be realized— To be buried in 
America, but die in England.” With Mr. 
Peabody’s country we are not likely to quar 
rel. Itis true that care ahd skill in diplo- 
macy, animated though it has been by the 
purest and most upright feelings, although 
it has not imperiled our peace, has failed 
to lead to the first issue up to the present 
moment upon the tangled questions 
of law which have been in diseus- 
sion between the two countries. 
Considerable delay has taken place, yet, 
every delay, instead of leading to danger. 
was prompted by considerate good will, 
and a desire to allow the intervention of a 
limited time in order to obviate the diffi- 
culties. (Cheers.) I believe the world 
would view with horror a parricidial strife 
between England and America. But such 
a state of things is not likely to arise from 
our own present relations, and my confi- 
dence is in the sentiments which I know 
animate the American Goveinment as 
well as our own, and which also animates 
the minds of the people of these two great 
countries.”
